Metal  ingots 

In  Malaya,  we  find  pieces  of  ingot  money  made  of  lead  or  an  alloy  of  tin  and  lead 
and  fashioned  into  the  shapes  of  certain  animals  such  as  crocodiles,  elephants, 
tortoises  and  frogs  (Fig.  10).  This  copying  of  animals  in  conventionalized  form 
probably  arose  out  of  a  need  for  a  currency  of  easily  recognisable  shape  which 
could  be  made  to  fit  definite  standards.  It  would  be  quite  natural  for  animals  like 
elephants,  cattle,  fowl,  and  goats  to  be  copied,  though  it  is  less  easy  to  explain  the 
representation  of  those  animals  less  obviously  useful  to  man,  such  as  the  crocodile, 
tortoise  and  the  frog.  Acting  on  Sir  Richard  Temple’s  statement  that  these  ingots 
in  animal  form  conformed  to  a  definite  weight  system,  I  weighed  those  in  the  Pitt 
Rivers  Museum  and  found  that  this  was  indeed  the  case.  The  heaviest  of  them 
was  the  crocodile,  which  weighed  approximately  36  ounces;  then  came  the  elephant, 
32  ozs.;  next  was  the  tortoise  which  scaled  28  ozs.;  and  then  a  frog,  24  ozs.  There 
is  thus  a  difference  of  4  ozs.  between  each  ingot.  Another,  smaller  crocodile  ( ?), 
which  on  the  face  of  it  did  not  seem  to  fit  into  the  series  scaled  between  4  and  5  ozs. 
It  occurred  to  me,  however,  that  it  may  have  been  used  to  make  up  the  weight 
difference  between  the  higher  valued  ingots. 

A  possibly  better  known  form  of  ingot  money,  also  from  Malaya,  is  the  so-called 
hat-money,  an  example  of  which  is  shewn  in  Fig.  11.  These  are  also  made  in 
varying  sizes. 

Tea 

Until  recently,  at  least,  conglomerated  blocks  of  tea  were  made  in  central  China 
and  used  as  a  medium  of  exchange  over  a  wide  area  of  central  Asia:  northward

across  Mongolia  to  the  Siberian  Frontier,  southward  to  the  Pamirs  and  Tibet,  and 
eastward  at  least  as  far  as  the  borders  of  Asiatic  Russia.  In  the  Kolymsk  district 
of  north-eastern  Siberia  brick  tea  had  in  the  1890s  a  particular  monetary  value  at 
each  season  of  the  year.  All  purchases  there  were  made  in  tea  currency  and  even 
labour  payments  made  in  the  same  medium.

Fig.  12  shows  the  usual  type  of  conglomerated  tea.  It  measures  8fx6 
inches,  and  was  collected  about  1893  in  eastern  Russia.  The  piece  shewn  in  Fig.  13 
is  of  much  coarser  texture  and  was  manufactured  in  the  province  of  Yunnan  in 
south  China  in  1890,  and  obtained  in  eastern  Mongolia.  This  kind  of  tea  was  used 
for  certain  payments,  but  for  small  amounts  pieces  of  hard  conglomerate  tea  were 
used.  This  piece  is  7  ins.  in  diameter. 

It  is  interesting,  though  hardly  encouraging,  to  note  how  conglomerate  brick 
tea  is  made  and  used.  A  mass  of  spoiled  leaves  and  stalks  of  the  tea  plant  and  of 
other  wild  herbs  is  mixed  with  bullocks’  blood.  It  is  then  pressed  into  flat  bricks 
and  dried  in  an  oven.  The  weight  and  size  of  the  tea-bricks  are  variable,  with 
consequent  grades  of  value.  However,  there  are  usually  only  two  main  types  which 
are  used  as  currency,  one  weighing  2\  lbs.,  the  other  just  under  5  lbs.  The  latter 
is  often  of  inferior  quality  and  passes  current  by  weight;  whereas  the  2\  lb.  brick 
passes  current  by  number.  When  actually  in  use  as  tea,  an  infusion  is  made  from  a 
portion  of  brick  mixed  with  rye  meal,  mutton  fat  and  salt. 


Vodka 

Having  mentioned  Siberia,  it  might  be  of  interest  to  note  that  in  the  1890s 
vodka  was  used  as  a  high  value  currency  in  Siberian  Russia. 

Tool  and  Conventionalized  Tool  Money 

It  was  once  thought  that  the  circular  Chinese  cash  derived  its  shape  from  the 
circular  end  of  conventionalized  “  knife  money.”  But  the  main  objection  to  this 
theory  is  that  round  money  was  in  use  very  much  earlier  than  “  cash-handled  ” 
knife  money.  In  fact,  cash  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  known  of  all  coin  types. 
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Of  course,  this  type  of  tool  money  is  of  a  very  superior  and  sophisticated  kind, 
and  cannot  justifiably  be  called  primitive  since  it  generally  bears  the  name  of  the 
city  of  origin,  as  well  as  a  guarantee  of  quality. 

It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  ancient  use  by  the  Chinese  of  conventionalized 
knives  and  hoes  as  currency  with  the  similar  and  much  more  recent  use  of  tools  as 
currency  by  the  natives  of  many  parts  of  Africa.  We  have  already  described  some 
of  the  many  forms  of  tool  money  from  the  latter  continent.  But  whereas  from 
Africa  we  have  both  actual  tools  and  conventionalized  copies  of  them  in  use  as 
currency  and  money  respectively,  we  have  only,  as  far  as  I  know,  conventionalized 
tool-money  fron  China.  It  is  possible  that  in  China  there  zuas  no  actual  tool-money 
in  circulation  before  copies,  i.e.  tokens,  began  to  circulate.  The  Chinese  are,  of 
course,  one  of  our  most  anciently  civilized  peoples,  and  they  may  have  had  the  fore¬ 
sight  to  dispense  with  a  medium  of  exchange  and  begin  with  actual  token  money.

ANCIENT  COINAGE  NOTES.

Coins  from  Winchester. 

This  summer  the  Winchester  Excavations  Committee  conducted  extensive 
excavations  on  a  number  of  sites  in  Winchester,  and  finds  included  several  coins  not 
only  of  importance  to  archaeologists  in  determining  chronology  but  also  to  numis¬ 
matists.  Excavations  on  the  Cathedral  green,  carried  out  to  investigate  the  remains 
of  the  old  Cathedral,  yielded  many  important  finds  of  Saxon  and  early  Norman  coins, 
including  a  class  I  penny  of  Eadwig  (955-959)  possibly  of  an  unpublished  moneyer. 

Coin  finds  from  the  New  Hampshire  Assize  Courts  were  of  even  greater  interest. 
An  Arabic  coin  was  found  lying  on  the  road  metalling  of  a  street  of  the  lOth-llth 
centuries.  Although  similar  coins  are  found  on  the  Continent,  especially  in 
Scandinavian  hoards,  only  one  has  been  found  in  Britain,  in  the  extreme  north  of 
Scotland.  This  find  is  of  primary  importance  in  studying  trade  relations.  Mr. 
Michael  Dolley  of  the  British  Museum  is  reporting  on  English  coin  finds,  and  his 
report  will  be  awaited  with  great  interest. 

Also  from  the  same  site  comes  a  Celtic  silver  stater,  found  near  a  brooch  in  the 
make  up  of  a  Roman  street.  This  is  noteworthy  as  it  emphasises  the  duration  of 
circulation  of  some  of  these  coins.  The  road  metalling  could  not  be  earlier  than 
the  end  of  the  first  century,  though  of  course  it  is  possible  that  the  coin  was  incorpor¬ 
ated  in  the  gravel  which  was  transported  for  constructing  the  road,  being  a  much 
earlier  loss. 

An  important  series  of  barbarous  “  radiates  ”  of  the  fourth  century  have  been 
found  this  year  on  the  Tower  Street  site.  Winchester  is  noteworthy  for  the  remark¬ 
ably  fine  style  of  its  radiates,  even  radiate  minims  of  the  mid  fourth  century  being 
very  well  executed.  They  will  no  doubt  prove  invaluable  to  scholars  who  are  trying 
to  classify  this  apparently  unclassifiable  series  of  coins. 

Dispersal  of  Hoards. 

The  writer  was  recently  shown  part  of  a  hoard  of  mid  third  century  coins  which 
a  local  authority  was  intending  to  break  up  and  sell  to  collectors  in  order  to  increase 
their  revenue.  Although  as  collectors  this  is  something  which  we  applaud,  it  is 
surely  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  important  hoards  are  broken  up,  sometimes 
even  before  a  full  inventory  has  been  made.  Too  often  when  a  hoard  is  large  it  is 
the  decision  of  the  authorities  to  disperse  at  least  part  of  it,  with  the  result  that 
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research  workers  often  find  that  they  cannot  obtain  important  information  about  the 
nature  of  the  hoard  due  to  an  inadequate  list. 

It  is  not  sufficient  merely  to  catalogue  the  coins  in  a  hoard;  important  details 
may  be  overlooked,  however  competent  the  numismatist  cataloguing  them  may  be, 
especially  since  the  study  of  numismatic  typology  and  “  characteroscopy  ”  has 
made  rapid  advances  in  the  last  few  decades,  and  is  likely  to  continue  developing. 
A  detailed  typological  study  was  made,  fortunately,  of  the  Le  Catillon  Hoard 
(Grouville,  Jersey)  of  Celtic  coins,  and  published  in  Proceedings  of  the  Prehistoric 
Society  before  many  of  the  coins  found  their  way  into  private  collections,  but  other 
hoards  are  not  so  fortunate.  The  treatment  of  the  famous  Dorchester  Hoard  of 
antoniniani  was  a  numismatic  disgrace,  and  the  writer  can  think  of  many  similar 
instances.  Coin  hoards,  unlike  other  antiquities,  take  little  space  to  house  in 
Museums,  and  the  profit  made  out  of  selling  them  is  seldom  sufficient  to  greatly 
augment  the  authority’s  income.  It  would  appear  that  a  thirst  for  money  has  even 
permeated  the  scientific  sanctuary  of  archaeology.  [See  publisher's  note  below]. 

Buying  Ancient  Coins  Abroad. 

A  correspondent  in  an  earlier  Bulletin  remarked  on  the  difficulty  of  buying 
Greek  coins  cheaply  in  Greece.  This  rather  surprising  phenomenon  is  not  merely 
limited  to  Greece,  and  indeed  Roman  coins  cost  more  in  Rome  itself  than  in  Britain. 
Nevertheless  other  types  of  antiquities  can  be  bought  comparatively  cheaply.  The 
writer  trying  to  buy  coins  and  antiquities  in  Athens’  Pandrosou  Street  found  that 
he  could  quite  easily  buy  genuine  Proto-Corinthian  and  Corinthian  pots  from 
about  15s  to  25s  but  could  not  buy  even  the  most  common  Greek  bronze  coin  for 
less  than  10s.  This  experience  was  repeated  in  Rome.  He  suggests  that  it  is 
because  American  tourists  are  particularly  anxious  to  buy  coins  as  “  souvenirs  ”  as 
they  are  convenient  to  take  back  and  have  artistic  merit,  thus  the  prices  rise.  What 
is  perhaps  more  surprising  is  the  fact  that  Roman  coins  are  even  more  expensive  in 
Greece.  It  is  unlikely  that  they  would  be  in  great  demand  as  souvenirs,  and  I  am 
assured  that  the  prices  of  Roman  coins  in  America  are  comparatively  low  considering 
the  incredible  sums  coins  of  other  series  fetch. 

Byzantine  Coins  from  Britain. 

Numismatists,  most  notably  Mr.  George  C.  Boon  of  the  National  Museum  of 
Wales,  have  devoted  much  time  to  compiling  lists  of  Byzantine  coins  that  have  been 
found  in  Britain.  Although  there  are  a  surprising  number  of  such  finds  there  are 
none  which  can  definitely  be  attributed  to  an  original  loss.  Most  come  from 
isolated  contexts  not  associated  with  other  archaeological  material  which  might 
help  to  establish  the  date  of  their  loss.  Perhaps  many  of  these,  and  of  the  other 
incredible  coin  finds  that  people  make  in  their  gardens  or  fields  can  be  attributed 
to  careless  collectors  of  the  Victorian  era  or  even  later.  This  carelessness  not  only 
applies  to  numismatists  but  other  collectors  too — the  writer  knows  of  one  district 
which  yields  a  remarkable  harvest  of  East  African  spearheads  and  other  ethnological 
material. 

[This  is  possibly  a  good  place  to  state  that  the  publishers  of  this  Bulletin  do  not  always 
agree  with  everything  set  down  in  print  by  their  contributors.  In  the  present  case,  whilst  we 
are  quite  convinced  that  all  finds  should  be  reported  and  adequately  written  up  in  the  appro¬ 
priate  journals,  where  they  are  available  to  the  student  and  the  collector,  we  certainly  do  not 
agree  that  they  should  all  be  buried  in  their  entirety  in  museums,  especially  as  many  of  the 
large  hoards  have  so  many  duplicates. 

Surely  it  would  have  been  crazy  to  have  buried  the  whole  of  the  vast  Dorchester  Hoard  in 
a  museum.  Coins  from  this  find  have  given  pleasure  to  hundreds,  probably  thousands,  of 
collectors,  both  in  this  country  and  overseas.  If  all  coins  found  were  re-buried  in  museums 
there  would  be  no  collectors,  and  probably  fewer  students.  In  this  country  alone  there  are 
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over  one  thousand  collectors  of  Roman  coins,  but  probably  less  than  twenty-five  students  of 
the  series.  Who  should  be  considered  most  ? 

We  feel  that  the  case  is  made  out  for  the  disposal  of  the  large  quantities  of  the  more  common 
coins  found.  However,  there  is  a  more  debatable  point  which  is  worth  discussing  and  we 
should  like  to  hear  our  reader’s  views. 

A  museum  buys  an  important  hoard  of  rare  coins  of  which  there  are  very  few,  or  none  at  all, 
available  to  the  collector.  The  find  contains  a  number  of  duplicates.  The  authorities 
publish  details  of  the  whole  hoard  in  the  greatest  detail  and  all  the  coins  are  photographed. 
Should  the  museum  keep  it  intact  or  should  they  dispose  of  the  duplicates  so  that  collectors 
could  have  the  pleasure  of  possessing  one  and  of  showing  it  to  other  collectors  who  would 
probably  never  have  seen  one  if  it  had  remained  in  the  museum.  H.A.S.]. 


NOTES  ON  IRISH  COINS.

HENRY  III  (1216-1272). 

In  1247  the  Earl  of  Cornwall  was  empowered  to  strike  Irish  coins  in  the  name  of 
Henry  III.  Evidently  there  had  been  a  considerable  period  of  inactivity  since  the 
issues  bearing  John’s  name.  It  appears  that  the  new  coinage  did  not  commence 
until  September  1251,  at  which  time  the  Long  Cross  Class  5B  was  current  in  England. 
The  Irish  issue  was  confined  to  pence;  the  obverse  bears  a  portrait  like  that  on  the 
English  issue  but  it  is  enclosed  in  a  triangle  with  point  upward  (Fig.  1).  The 
reverse  is  like  the  Long  Cross  type  and  only  bears  the  Dublin  signature.  Mr. 
Dykes  has  recently  described  a  number  of  minor  varieties  of  the  issue  to  the  British 
Numismatic  Society;  he  also  suggested  that  the  fact  of  the  coins  only  bearing  the 
names  of  the  London  moneyers  Davi  and  Ricard  points  to  the  striking  having  been 
actually  at  the  London  mint.  The  Dublin  mint,  perhaps  better  regarded  as  an 
exchange,  closed  in  January  1254,  so  there  is  no  change  to  a  style  corresponding  to 
the  later  English  coins  of  Class  5. 

However  the  Irish  issue  was  resumed  just  after  1270  at  the  time  that  the  coins 
in  Henry’s  name  of  Long  Cross  Class  7  were  being  struck  in  England.  These  were 
used  into  the  commencement  of  Edward  I’s  reign.  The  Irish  coins  are  rare  but 
some  may  have  escaped  notice.  They  have  realistically  depicted  hair,  and  the  only 
moneyer  is  Ricard  (Fig.  2). 

The  type  of  Henry  Ill’s  Irish  pence  (Fig.  1)  may  be  described  as  follows: 

Obv.  Facing  bust  in  triangle  with  point  upwards,  henricvs  rex  hi.  On  some 
dies  there  are  pellet  stops  between  the  i’s. 

Rev.  Long  cross  pommee  voided  with  pellet  in  centre,  sets  of  3  pellets  in 
quarters. 

Mint:  Dublin.  Moneyers:  Davi,  Ricard.

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EDWARD  I  (1272-1307). 

Eventually  a  new  coinage  bearing  Edward’s  name  was  introduced.  The  issue 
for  Ireland  consisted  of  pence,  halfpence  and  farthings.  The  bust  is  placed  in  a 
triangle  with  point  downwards.  Mr.  D.  Allen  ( Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1936),  in  his 
description  of  the  Boyton  hoard,  which  included  54  Irish  pence,  evolved  the  classi¬ 
fication  which  is  used  here.  The  general  appearance  of  the  pence  and  halfpence 
can  be  described  as  follows : 

Obv.  Facing  bust  in  triangle  with  point  downwards. 

edwr’angl’dns  hyb,  im.  cross  pattee. 

Rev.  Cross  pattee  with  sets  of  3  pellets  in  each  quarter. 

CIVITAS  DUBLINIE,  CIVITAS  WATERFOR  or  VATERFOR,  CIVITAS  CORCACIE. 

The  farthings  (Fig,  3)  have  the  obverse  legend  e  r  anglie  round  the  bust  in 
triangle.  They  are  known  of  Dublin  and  Waterford. 

The  classes  of  the  pence  and  halfpence  are  distinguished  as  follows : 

Class  A. 

Pence  only.  Straight-sided  letters,  the  d  of  dns  to  left  of  the  bust,  no  stops  in 
legend,  no  bar  over  n  of  dns.  Large  pellet  below  bust.  This  variety  is  rare. 
Mint:  Dublin. 

Class  B. 

Pence  only.  Similar  to  A  but  three  small  pellets  below  bust,  the  d  of  dns  to 
right  of  bust,  n  written  like  H. 

Mint:  Dublin. 

Class  C. 

Pence  and  halfpence.  As  Class  B,  with  straight-sided  letters  but  pellets  between 
the  words  and  before  the  E  of  the  king’s  name.  Usually  a  bar  over  the  N  in  dns. 
Roman  letter  N.  Three  pellets  below  the  bust  arranged  as  a  triangle  (pence 
only). 

Mints:  Dublin  and  Waterford. 

Class  D. 

Pence  only.  (Fig.  4).  Letters  with  curved  sides,  pellet  stops.  Pellet  before 
the  king’s  name,  bar  over  the  N  of  dns.  Roman  letter  n,  wedge  tailed  r.  Three 
pellets  below  bust.  Some  have  colon  before  civi.  The  Waterford  coins  occur 
with  or  without  stop  between  dns  and  hyb. 

Mints:  Dublin  and  Waterford. 

Class  E. 

Pence  only.  Letters  with  curved  sides.  Pellet  before  the  king’s  name.  No 
pellet  between  dns  and  fiyb.  Letter  r  has  scroll  tail,  Roman  N.  Three  pellets 
below  bust. 

Mint:  Dublin. 

Class  F. 

(i)  Pence  and  halfpence.  (Fig.  5).  Letters  with  curved  sides.  Some  have 
unbarred  n’s  on  obv.  No  stop  between  dns  and  fiyb.  Pellet  before  the  king’s 
name,  Roman  e.  Saxon  n  on  reverse. 

(ii)  before  the  king’s  name,  which  has  Roman  E.  Saxon  n  on  reverse. 
Mint:  Dublin. 

Class  G. 

Pence  only.  Rose  on  breast,  wide  crown. 

Mint:  Dublin. 
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Class  H. 

Pence  (Fig.  6)  and  halfpence.  On  obv.  small  untidy  letters.  No  pellets  in 
legend,  one  pellet  below  bust,  Roman  n’s.  The  lettering  on  the  reverse  is 
either  small  or  tall  and  bold.  The  letter  r  has  either  wedge  or  scroll  tail.  On  the 
Cork  coins  the  letter  n  is  reversely  barred,  e’s  and  c’s  are  closed  and  the  E  has 
a  square  cut  back  like  that  on  English  pence  Class  lib. 

Mints:  Dublin,  Cork. 

There  are  correspondences  between  these  types  and  the  Fox  types  of  the  English 
series.  Classes  A-C  have  busts  like  3c-3g,  D-F  like  Cl.  4,  G  is  like  Cl.  7  and  FI 
presumably  belongs  to  the  great  recoinage  of  1304  (Cl.  10)  although  the  side  fleurs 
of  the  crown  remain  trifoliate.  It  may  be  questioned  if  the  scarce  Cork  coins  may 
be  of  later  date;  there  are  however  no  issues  which  can  definitely  be  attributed  to 
Edward  II  (1307-1327). 


EDWARD  III  (1327-1377) 

Some  rare  coins  can  be  attributed  to  Edward  Ill’s  time  on  account  of  their 
possession  of  features  peculiar  to  English  issues  of  this  king.  The  basic  type 
remains  that  used  by  Edward  I.  There  is  a  star-marked  halfpenny  analogous  to 
the  issue  of  1335.  (Fig.  7). 

Obv.  Facing  bust  in  triangle  as  Edward  I  type  but  legend  is  star  edwardvs  rex. 

Rev.  As  before  but  legend  civitas  star  dvblinie.  Closed  e’s  and  c’s. 

I  have  only  found  mention  of  this  coin  of  the  Dublin  mint.  Possibly  farthings  exist. 

An  Irish  penny  having  the  characteristic  florin  crown  but  otherwise  like  the 
Edward  I  coins  is  said  to  exist  but  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  an  illustration. 

At  about  this  time  (1350)  the  English  dominion  in  Ireland  became  so  attenuated 
that  special  issues  of  coins  ceased  until  late  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 


NOTES  ON  MEDALS  FOR  THE  ROYAL  NAVY. 

For  Campaigns  and  Expeditions  on  the  Continent  of  Africa 

1798  to  1910.

Africa  General  Service  Medal  1902-1920. 

The  territories  of  the  Trading  Companies  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa  had  been 
transferred  to  the  Crown  and  native  regiments  had  been  formed  but  the  services  of 
the  Royal  Navy  were  not  entirely  dispensed  with.  The  details  of  the  awards  of 
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the  Africa  General  Service  medal  are  available  up  to  1910  and  one  finds  that  the 
medal  and/or  bars  were  issued  as  follows: 

Bar:  jubaland  1900-1901. 

H.M.S.  Magicienne.  171  medals  and  bars. 

H.M.S.  Terpsichore.  39  medals  and  bars. 

H.M.S.  Scout.  16  medals  and  bars. 

Bar:  aro  1901-1902. 

H.M.S.  Thrush.  50  medals  and  52  bars.  In  addition  to  the  ship’s  company 
the  medal  with  bar  was  given  to  a  volunteer  attached. 

Bar:  Gambia. 

H.M.S.  Forte.  29  medals  and  bars.  One  member  of  the  crew  went  on  to 
earn  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

Transport  Vessels.  2  officers  of  the  R.N.R.  received  the  medal  and  bar. 

Bar:  Somaliland  1902-1904. 

H.M.S.  Cossack.  197  medals  and  bars.  The  Paymaster  of  this  ship  also 
received  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

H.M.S.  Dryad.  154  medals  and  bars.  1  A.B.  and  1  E.R.A.  received  the 
further  bar  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

H.M.S.  Fox .  402  medals  and  bars.  1  officer  on  this  ship  already  held  the 
medal  and  bar  jubaland  1900-1901;  12  members  of  the  crew  earned  the 
further  bar  Somaliland  1908-1910,  but  not  necessarily  on  the  same  ship. 
H.M.S.  Harrier.  152  medals  and  bars.  2  members  of  the  crew  received 
the  further  bar  Somaliland  1908-1910  for  service  on  H.M.S.  Fox. 

H.M.S.  Highflyer.  526  medals  and  bars.  6  of  the  company  earning 
Somaliland  1908-1910  as  well. 

H.M.S.  Hussar.  125  medals  and  bars.  1  of  the  crew  already  held  the 
medal  and  bar  jubaland  1900-1901 ;  6  of  the  crew  went  on  to  win  Somaliland 
1908-1910. 

H.M.S.  Hyacinth.  653  medals  and  bars.  28  of  the  crew  received  the 
second  bar  for  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

H.M.S.  Merlin.  142  medals  and  bars.  1  boy  1  Cl.  earned  the  bar 
Somaliland  1908-1910  on  H.M.S.  Hyacinth. 

H.M.S.  Naiad.  285  medals  and  bars.  1  officer  on  this  ship  received  the 
bar  jidballi  (the  only  one  earned  by  the  Royal  Navy). 

H./vl.S.  Mohawk.  205  medals  and  bars.  5  of  the  crew  received  a  second 
bar  for  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

H.M.S.  Perseus.  329  medals  and  bars.  2  of  the  ship’s  company  earning 
the  further  bar  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

Of  the  ships  named,  Cossack  and  Fox  had  two  spells  of  duty  off  the  coast  and 
Harrier ,  Highflyer  and  Perseus  had  three  spells  each. 

Bar:  Somaliland  1908-1910. 

H.M.S.  Barham.  207  medals  and  208  bars.  1  officer  holding  the  medal 
and  bar  Gambia  (Forte). 

H.M.S.  Diana.  397  medals  and  412  bars.  12  of  the  crew  being  already  in 
possession  of  the  medal  and  bar  Somaliland  1902-1904,  and  3  the  medal 
and  bar  jubaland  1900-1901. 

H.M.S.  Fox.  331  medals  and  348  bars.  16  holding  the  medal  and  bar 
Somaliland  1902-1904,  and  1  the  bar  for  jubaland  1900-1901. 

H.M.S.  Hyacinth.  498  medals  and  528  bars.  30  holding  the  medal  and 
bar  Somaliland  1902-1904. 

H.M.S.  Philomel.  This  ship  did  two  spells  of  duty  off  the  coast  and  is 
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credited  with  467  medals  and  479  bars.  12  holding  the  medal  and  bar 
SOMALILAND  1902-1904. 

H.M.S.  Proserpine.  447  medals  and  452  bars.  5  already  having  the  medal 
and  bar  Somaliland  1902-1904. 

From  these  notes  it  will  be  seen  that  two  bar  medals  to  the  Royal  Navy  are  not 
very  common,  some  in  fact  being  unique. 

As  with  the  medal  for  East  and  West  Africa  a  number  of  the  awards  to  the  Royal 
Navy  appear  on  the  War  Office  lists  and  it  is  possible  that  names  may  occur  in  both 
places.  However,  as  the  War  Office  lists  only  have  35  names  this  is  not  likely  to 
cause  much  difficulty,  amongst  these  names  are  3  Royal  Marines  for  the  medal  and 
bar  Gambia  and  one  A.B.  for  the  same  bar  who  was  attached  to  the  3rd  West  India  Regt. 

Should  any  reader  know  of  any  further  varieties  to  the  Africa  General  Service 
medal  for  the  Royal  Navy  the  writer  would  be  pleased  to  be  informed.

Irish  Countermarked  Tokens.  I  am  engaged  on  a  detailed  study  of  the  extant  examples 
of  the  Castle  Comer  Colliery  Tokens,  Co.  Kilkenny  (Davis:  Nineteenth  Century  Tokens ,  1904, 
p.  27/134,  PI.  H.  no.  24;  Whetmore:  B.N.J.  XXXI,  1962,  pp.  152-8,  PI.  V,  no.  19).  The 
oval  countermarks  are  stamped  on  Spanish  dollars  which  are  known  to  range  from  1774  to 
1808.  Up  to  date  I  have  traced  some  15  examples  through  the  agency  of  numismatists, 
collectors  and  dealers  and  from  authorities  such  as  Aquilla  Smith,  J.  Meili,  W.  J.  Davis,  R.A.S. 
Macalister,  H.  F.  Burzio,  S.  H.  Whetmore,  as  well  as  from  the  sale  catalogues  of  Murdoch, 
Bliss,  Talbot  Ready,  Waite  Sanderson,  Peltzer,  Thelluson,  Paget,  Cokayne,  Lingford,  Napier, 
Whetmore  and  Gibbs.  But  the  background  to  some  specimens  is  meagre  indeed  and  the 
present  whereabouts  of  certain  of  the  coins  is  unknown  to  me. 

In  order  to  collate  the  fullest  details  of  this  series  I  am  asking  collectors  and  others  who 
may  have  such  tokens  in  their  possession  or  know  of  them  in  public  collections  if  they  will 
kindly  communicate  with  me  and  supply  me  with  the  following  details : 

(a)  the  name  of  the  ruler;  (b)  the  date  of  the  coin;  (c)  the  mint  or  mint  monogram  on 
the  reverse,  if  known;  (d)  a  clear  rubbing  of  the  face  with  the  stamp  as  well  as  the  other 
side,  or  if  available  photograph  of  the  coin  showing  the  countermark;  (e)  any  details  of  the 
history  or  pedigree  of  the  specimen. 

When  all  data  have  been  collected  together  it  is  proposed  to  publish  a  paper  on  the  coins, 
probably  in  the  British  Numismatic  Journal ,  but  any  information  supplied  in  confidence  will 
be  so  treated  and  names  of  present  owners  will  not  be  divulged  where  correspondents  have 
expressed  a  desire  to  have  them  withheld. — W.  A.  Seaby,  Director,  Ulster  Museum,  Stranmillis, 
Belfast,  9. 

Primitive  Currency.  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  L.  V.  Grinsell  for  his  interesting  and 
informative  comments  (November  Bulletin )  on  the  first  part  of  my  article  “  Notes  on  Some 
Forms  of  Primitive  Currency  and  Money  ”  published  in  the  September-October  issue. 
Nevertheless,  I  feel  his  criticisms  need  answering.  Dr.  Tylecote’s  book  (. Metallurgy  in 
Archaeology)  came  out  some  time  after  my  article  (originally,  talk)  was  written,  and  thus  I 
could  not  have  seen  the  account  of  his  analyses  of  British  iron  currency  bars;  though  I  am  of 
course  grateful  to  Mr.  Grinseil  for  now  drawing  my  attention  to  it.  It  should  be  noted  that 
I  said  the  manufacture  of  British  iron  currency  bars  was  mainly  confined  to  the  iron-working 
centre  of  the  Forest  of  Dean,  not  wholly  so;  and  I  see  no  reason  to  amend  that  statement 
unduly.  I  also  see  no  real  reason  why  British  currency  bars  should  not  be  found  in  or  on 
the  site  of  a  Roman  Camp.  They  would  probably  be  “  out  of  context  ”  as  Mr.  Grinsell  says, 
but  then  a  great  many  archaeological  “  finds  ”  are  made  thus.  I  apologise,  however,  for 
referring  to  the  pre-Roman  camp  at  Salmonsbury,  near  Bourton  (not  Boughton)-on-the-Water 
as  Roman:  I  was  relying  on  the  Museum  label  which  appears  to  be  considerably  inaccurate. 

Lastly,  with  regard  to  the  currency  theory  for  flint  arrowheads,  if  we  have  to  rely  wholly  on 
direct  historical  evidence  in  order  to  postulate  any  theory,  then  few  theories  would  ever  be 
made.  I  should  like  to  point  out  to  Mr.  Grinsell  that  a  good  many  flint  arrow-  and  spear-heads 
etc.  from  various  parts  of  the  World  are  so  beautifully  and  carefully  manufactured,  sometimes 
so  tiny  and  fragile,  as  to  indicate — to  me  at  any  rate — something  more  than  mere  utility  as 
weapons.  Doubtless  some  sort  of  trade  of  these  items  existed,  and  the  barrier  between 
barter  and  currency  and  money  is,  as  I  have  already  indicated  in  my  article,  a  very  tenuous 
one  anyway.  The  illustration  of  a  flint  arrowhead  from  the  Fayyum,  Egypt,  was  included 
to  show  the  type  of  thing  I  was  referring  to,  not  as  a  firm  argument  for  its  use  as  currency 
there;  though  I  see  no  reason  why  such  should  not  have  been  so  used. — Anthony  Wootton. 
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Coins  in  Plastic.  One  thing  to  look  out  for  when  plastic  embedments  of  coins  are  made 
for  use  in  jewelry  is  damage  to  the  embedment  which  may  be  the  result  of  changes  in  atmos¬ 
pheric  pressure. 

In  my  article  on  this  subject  which  was  printed  in  the  November  Bulletin  I  referred  to 
a  pair  of  25-litra  pieces  of  Syracuse  that  were  embedded  and  mounted  as  earrings.  For  four 
months  after  this  work  was  done  the  embedments  remained  in  perfect  condition.  At  the 
end  of  that  time  they  were  taken  to  Mexico  City  by  airplane.  They  perhaps  travelled  in 
luggage  which  was  in  an  unpressurized  compartment,  and  may  have  been  at  an  altitude  of 
20,000  feet.  Mexico  City  itself  is  at  7,500  feet  altitude.  Some  time  after  these  earrings 
arrived  there,  it  was  noticed  that  around  the  rims  of  the  coins,  within  the  substance  of  the 
plastic  embedments,  a  series  of  tiny  silvery  moons  had  formed,  indicating  small  splits  in  the 
plastic  at  the  periphery  of  the  coins.  It  is  my  guess  that  this  may  have  been  the  effect  of 
reduced  air  pressure,  as  I  have  been  told  that  plastic  articles  sometimes  do  suffer  peculiar 
damages  when  taken  up  in  unpressurized  compartments  of  airplanes.  This  did  not  happen 
to  another  embedment,  larger  and  flatter  and  with  a  broader  plastic  rim  around  the  coin, 
which  was  taken  to  Mexico  City  on  the  same  occasion. 

These  two  Greek  coins  were  re-embedded  and  re-mounted,  with  attendant  expense  and 
vexation,  and  the  embedments  have  remained  perfect  for  several  months.  If  they  must 
travel  by  air  again,  they  will  do  so  in  a  pressurized  compartment. — H.  Bartlett  Wells. 

A  12th  Century  Hoard  from  East  Africa.  A  remarkable  find  of  coins  has  been 
made  by  the  expedition  of  the  British  Institute  of  History  and  Archaeology  in  East  Africa, 
which  is  carrying  out  excavations  of  the  ancient  town  at  Kisimani,  Mafia.  [S.  of  Zanzibar  is]. 

The  coins,  about  600  of  them,  together  with  a  silver  bangle,  had  been  hidden  in  a  three- 
handled  pot  and  buried  close  to  the  south  wall  of  an  old,  ruined  mosque.  Excavation  uncovered 
them.  So  far  they  have  not  been  fully  examined  as  many  of  them  are  stuck  together  by 
corrosion.  But  preliminary  work  indicates  that  they  are  all  of  Ali  Bin  al-Hasan. 

The  find  is  of  great  importance,  not  only  as  the  first  recorded  find  of  an  ancient  hoard  of 
coins  in  Tanganyika  but  also  because  of  the  evidence  the  find  offers  on  the  history  of  the  East 
African  coast.  It  confirms  the  theory  of  the  director  of  the  excavations,  Mr.  Neville  Chittick, 
who  thinks  that  Ali  bin  al-Hasan  was  the  earliest  Sultan  to  mint  money  at  the  coast.  He  ruled 
in  the  12th  century  and  is  thought  to  be  identfied  with  the  founder  of  the  Shirazi  dynasty  at 
Kilwa. — East  African  Standard ,  August  21,  1964. 

Vanishing  U.S.A.  Coins.  Americans  suddenly  find  themselves  faced  with  a  shortage  of 
coins  so  severe  that  desperate  businessmen  and  banks  are  offering  money  for  money.  One 
chain  of  supermarkets,  the  Jewel  Tea  Company  of  Chicago,  even  printed  its  own  certificates, 
red,  green  and  blue,  to  give  to  customers  in  lieu  of  the  one,  five  and  ten  cent  pieces  no  longer 
in  the  till.  But  the  United  States  Treasury,  asked  for  its  advice,  turned  thumbs  down  on 
the  idea.  Jewel  Tea  acknowledged  the  difficulty — its  certificates  might  be  accepted  by 
other  merchants  and  so  achieve  a  sort  of  negotiable  value  in  competition  with  the  country’s 
official  currency.  But  the  company  will  try  to  find  a  way  round  this  before  the  autumn  rush 
of  business  when  scarcity  of  change  could  drive  customers  away.  In  turn,  the  Treasury 
sadly  appreciates  the  gravity  of  the  shortage.  It  is  straining  to  double  the  production  at 
the  two  mints,  at  Denver  and  at  Philadelphia,  to  a  rate  of  nine  billion  coins  a  year.  Moreover, 
it  seeks  permission  from  Congress  to  inscribe  the  “  1964  ”  date  on  coins  for  several  years  to 
come,  to  discourage  collectors.  Yet  three  years — and  the  completion  of  a  new  mint — may 
be  needed  before  the  void  is  filled. 

The  causes  are  not  hard  to  find.  A  rapidly  growing  population  needs  more  change — for 
pocket  money,  as  well  as  for  automatic  laundries,  parking  meters  and  vending  machines.  The 
ranks  of  coin  collectors  are  also  growing;  there  are  now  about  eight  million,  and  new  recruits 
were  won  with  the  unfortunately  timed  appearance  of  the  half  dollar  in  memory  of  President 
Kennedy.  Meanwhile,  the  holders  of  rich  caches  of  coin,  from  such  sources  as  church 
collections,  motorway  toll  booths  and  vending  machines,  are  being  paid  good  prices  for  their 
money.  One  dealer  in  Chicago  receives  $28  for  bags  of  $25  in  pennies  (one  cent  pieces)  and 
$55  for  $50  worth  of  nickels  (five  cent  pieces). 

Such  attractions — and  the  hoarding  that  the  news  of  the  shortage  has  set  off — have  deprived 
banks  of  much  of  their  usual  flow  of  coin.  Some  banks  themselves  have  even  paid  premiums — 
a  two  dollar  bill  for  $1 .95  in  change,  for  example.  And  they  in  turn  contribute  to  the  hoarding. 
In  April,  the.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  New  York  received  only  $7.4  million  in  change  from 
member  banks,  compared  w'ith  the  return  flow  of  $18.4  million  in  coins  received  in  April, 
1960.  But  Congress  must  take  much  of  the  blame  for  the  shortage,  having  been  warned  of 
the  impending  crisis  two  years  ago.  Even  now,  the  Bill  which  includes  funds  for  the  new 
mint  is  stalled  while  the  Senate — disregarding  the  disapproval  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  American  Bankers’  Association — considers  whether  to  have  the  Treasury  resume 
the  minting  of  the  picturesque  silver  dollar, —  The  Economist,  July  4,  1964.

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  At  a  meeting  held  on 
August  13th  at  the  White  Horse  Hotel  Birmingham, 
members  were  given  a  talk  by  Mr.  J.  Humphris  on 
“  British  Battles  fought  in  Egypt  and  the  Sudan  during 
the  19th  Century.”  Mr.  Humphris  is  a  specialist  in 
Middle  Eastern  history  and  has  a  good  knowledge  of 
the  languages  of  this  area.  He  was  able  to  translate  the 
inscriptions  on  many  of  the  foreign  medals  which  were 
brought  along  by  members  to  illustrate  his  talk. 

He  began  by  describing  with  the  aid  of  maps,  the 
story  behind  the  Egypt  bar  for  the  N.G.S.  and  M.G.S. 
medals,  when  the  British  forces  under  Admiral  Lord 
Keith  and  General  Abercromby  met  Napoleon’s  Army 
of  the  East  under  General  Menou,  also  the  H.E.I.Co’s 
Egypt  medal  issued  in  Gold  and  silver  to  the  troops 
from  India  under  Major  General  Sir  David  Baird.  He 
mentioned  that  troops  receiving  this  medal  did  not  get 
the  bar  for  Egypt  on  the  M.G.S.  medal. 

He  then  went  over  the  battlefields  of  the  Egyptian 
campaign  of  1882-9,  following  the  map  positions  with 
the  aid  of  the  battle  bars  on  the  medals.  We  also  saw 
the  four  different  issues  of  the  Khedive’s  Egyptian  Stars, 
including  the  one  with  the  bar  with  the  Arabic  inscription 
“  TOKAR  1308h  ”  (1891). 

Finally  he  described  the  reconquest  of  the  Sudan  and 
illustrated  this  with  a  seven  bar  Khedive’s  Sudan  medal 
to  one  of  the  Egyptian  troops.  Another  interesting 
group  to  the  North  Staffordshire  Regiment  was  on  show. 
This  included  a  Queen’s  Sudan  with  an  unofficial  bar 
“  dongola  ”  attached  to  the  ribbon;  probably  to  prove 
that  the  recipient  had  been  present  at  the  occupation 
of  the  Dongola  Province  in  October  1896.  The  Khedive’s 
medal  in  this  group  had  the  bar  “  firket,”  the  first 
engagement  bar  issued  for  this  campaign  and  one  of  18 
issued  to  the  North  Staffs’. 


He  mentioned  the  main  battles  of  the  campaign, 
namely  the  Atbara,  and  Khartoum,  and  the  final  defeat 
of  the  enemy  at  Gedid  in  1899  when  their  leader  the 
Khalifa  was  killed  and  the  reconquest  of  the  Sudan 
completed.  We  hope  to  hear  and  enjoy  another  talk  by 
Mr.  Humphris  on  battles  in  the  Middle  East  fought 
during  the  20th  century,  sometime  in  the  near  future. 

The  next  meeting  of  this  Society  will  be  held  at  the 
same  venue  at  7.30  p.m.  on  December  3rd.  (Programme 
to  be  arranged). 


Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  The  Society  was  fortunate 
in  having,  for  the  meeting  on  Wednesday  14th  October, 
the  use  of  a  room  in  the  “  White  Horse  ”  Hotel.

“  Three  Coins  ”  were  Mr.  Davies,  with  a  Maundy 
penny  of  1863,  a  William  Wyon  penny  of  1853,  and  a 
quarter-farthing  of  1851;  and  Mr.  Jones,  who  let  us 
see  some  “  unusual  specimens  ”  which  included  a 
“  fake  pile  ”  of  pennies.

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  The  first  meeting  of 
the  1964/65  season  of  the  C.N.S.  was  held  on  September 
21st  at  the  society’s  new  headquarters,  the  Friend’s 
Meeting  House,  Jesus  Lane,  Cambridge. 

After  welcoming  the  members  and  visitors  present 
at  the  meeting,  and  following  the  conclusion  of  several 
business  matters,  Mr.  B.  R.  Osborne,  who  was  in  the 
chair,  mentioned  in  his  presidential  address  to  the 
society  that  photographs  of  coins  could  be  used  to 
great  advantage  for  recording  and  study  purposes  now 
that  the  price  of  actual  specimens  has  risen  so  much 
since  the  war.  He  demonstrated  the  use  of  a  special 
camera  of  his  own  making  which  was  produced  by  the 
assembly  of  “  odds  and  ends  ”  at  very  little  cost  apart 
from  the  lens,  and  photographs  of  some  Charles  1st. 
silver  coins  taken  with  this  camera  and  enlarged  very 
many  times,  displayed  proof  of  its  servicability  and 
effectiveness.  A  second  apparatus,  also  of  Mr.  Osborne’s 
making  and  design  was  also  described  and  demonstrated. 
By  this  a  greatly  enlarged  image  of  the  coin  is  thrown 
on  to  a  sheet  of  paper,  and  the  details  of  the  design  on 
the  coin  are  then  drawn  with  accuracy  on  to  the  paper, 
the  pen  or  pencil  following  the  lines  of  the  image.  By 
means  of  several  switches,  the  lighting  of  the  coin 
could  be  varied  from  one  side  or  the  other,  or  from  the 
top  or  bottom.  By  this  means,  the  relief  of  the  design 
could  be  produced  in  the  image  to  the  best  advantage 
by  experimenting  with  the  varied  angles  of  lighting. 

Those  present  were  intrigued  by  Mr.  Osborne’s 
ingenious  conception,  planning,  and  assembly  of  his 
apparatus,  and  he  was  thanked  for  his  address  by 
Mr.  F.  S.  Snow,  on  behalf  of  the  society.  The  meeting 
was  concluded  by  informal  displays  of  coins  by  members 
present. 

Derbyshire  Num.  Soc.  The  September  meeting 
of  the  Derbyshire  Numismatic  Society  was  held  at 
the  Genevieve  Coffee  House,  Gower  St.,  Derby,  and 
the  remaining  meetings  of  1964,  on  the  second  Monday 
of  each  month,  will  also  be  held  there. 

After  three  new  members  had  been  elected,  bringing 
the  total  membership  to  twenty-one,  a  proposed  set  of 
rules  was  unanimously  agreed  upon. 

The  evening’s  talk  was  given  on  the  numismatics  of 
the  reign  of  George  III  by  the  president,  Mr.  E,  W. 
Danson.  He  began  by  describing  briefly  the  industrial, 
agricultural,  social  and  economic  developments  of  the 
reign  and  related  the  issue  of  coinage  to  them.  Although 
issues  of  gold  coin  were  usually  adequate  for  the  expand¬ 
ing  economy  of  the  industrial  revolution,  the  government 
in  general  did  little  in  the  way  of  providing  silver  and 
copper  coinages  necessary  for  smaller  transactions.  This 
led  to  large  issues  of  “  eighteenth  century  ”  and  “  nine¬ 
teenth  century  ”  token  coinages,  mostly  by  factory 
owners  and  especially  in  the  more  highly  industrialized 
counties.  The  problem  of  the  disappearing  silver 
coinage — disappearing  because  the  rising  price  of  silver 
attracted  many  coins  to  the  melting  pot — was  solved  in 
1816  when  a  new  coinage  based  on  a  gold  standard  was 
issued.  These  new  silver  coins  were,  then,  really  token 
coins,  containing  less  than  their  face  value  of  silver. 
They  had  the  same  weight  and  size  as  our  modern  coins 
and  have  remained  legal  tender  to  the  present  day. 

Several  members  contributed  to  the  exhibition  of 
coins,  tokens,  medals  and  banknotes  of  the  period,  a 
number  of  the  last  three  categories  being  of  Derbyshire 
and  neighbouring  counties. 

Hayes  (Middx.)  fie  Dist.  Coin  Club.  At  the  Septem¬ 
ber  meeting,  Mr.  Nick  Parker  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  was  the  guest  speaker  and  his  subject 
was  “  The  American  Numismatic  Market.” 

Some  especial  points  of  interest  from  this  well 
prepared  talk  were  that  coin  collecting  in  America  had 
become  an  investment  or  a  form  of  financial  speculation 
and  this  commercialisation  had  brought  about  a  class  of 
novice  dealer  who  “  learned  as  he  earned.” 

It  was  estimated  in  a  census  during  1960  that  one 
person  in  twenty  collected  coins  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Originally,  there  were  only  two  quality  numismatic 
publications  in  the  U.S.A.,  and  these  did  and  still  do 
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carry  a  good  amount  of  educational  material.  Within 
the  last  few  years  there  has  appeared  another  publication 
with  similar  contents  which  gives  a  bulk  amount  of 
educational  material  as  against  advertisement  and  coin 
sales  lists.  Apart  from  these,  most  other  coin  publications 
were  of  little  numismatic  value,  being  no  more  than 
price  lists — often  of  common  coins — which  led  col¬ 
lectors  into  taking  advertisement  values  as  the  proper 
value ;  also  there  were  cases  of  false  rarities  being  created 
to  temporarily  force  up  prices,  which  after  a  short  boom 
plunged  back  to  a  realistic  figure,  thereby  involving  a 
number  of  investors  in  a  considerable  financial  loss. 

Collecting  coins  in  rolls  or  bags  as  issued  from  the 
U.S.A.  Mint  has  its  followers,  but  here  again  it  is 
mostly  a  market  created  by  dealers  to  unload  upon 
investors  large  quantities  of  mint  state  coins  of  identical 
date  and  value.  This  of  course  was  in  no  sense, 
numismatics,  but  pure  speculation,  for  it  could  not  be 
imagined  that  any  serious  collector  would  contemplate 
hoarding  large  numbers  of  coins  that  were  identical  in 
date  and  value — at  the  most  he  would  probably  not 
collect  more  than  two  of  an  identical  type. 

Mostly,  this  situation  in  America  had  come  about  by 
the  shortage  of  collectable  American  coins  and  a 
hesitancy  by  collectors  in  branching  out  into  the  field 
of  foreign  coins — mainly  through  lack  of  language,  or 
geographical  and  historical  knowledge.

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on 
October  5th,  1964.  Mr.  J.  E.  Miles  a  vice-president  of 
the  society,  chose  “  The  Coinage  of  Sweden  ”  as  the 
subject  of  his  address.  Mr.  Miles  who  is  a  much 
travelled  numismatist  has  spent  several  months  exploring 
the  country,  which  so  deeply  fascinates  him,  as  well 
as  thoroughly  studying  her  coinage;  he  recom¬ 
mended  visitors  to  Sweden  to  see  the  national  coin 
collection  kept  at  the  Historical  Museum  in  Stockholm. 

Starting  with  King  Gustav  I  (1523-60)  we  were 
introduced  to  each  of  the  Swedish  monarchs  in  turn, 
to  their  families  also,  and  we  learnt  of  their  troubles 
with  war  mongering  nations  and  of  their  relationships 
with  the  church  up  to  the  present  time.  Indeed,  so 
intimate  was  the  knowledge  of  the  speaker  that  he  was 
able  to  repeat  anecdotes  from  the  Swedish  Court  itself 
and  to  relate  interesting  details  from  the  monarch’s 
private  fives;  for  instance;  Erik  XIV,  son  of  Gustav  I 
who  wanted  to  marry  both  Elizabeth  of  England  and 
Mary  of  Scotland  and  who  finally  died,  after  being 
declared  insane,  in  prison,  probably  of  poison;  of 
Queen  Eleanora  who  abdicated  the  throne  in  favour  of 
her  husband;  of  Charles  XIV  or  Marshal  Bernadotte 
whose  French  wife  had  earlier  almost  married  Napoleon 
and  of  Gustav  V  who  unlike  his  father  was  no  scholar 
but  was  reputed  to  be  good  at  tennis  and  a  collector  of 
silver  ware. 

The  paper  was  profusely  illustrated  with  Swedish 
Museum  portraits  of  the  monarchy  and  with  coins  from 
the  speaker’s  collection  as  well  as  from  the  cabinets  of 
Messrs.  Fenner  and  Raniszewski  ranging  from  the  reign 
of  Erik  II  of  Pomerania  to  the  five  kronor  piece  issued  to 
mark  the  present  Kings  seventieth  birthday.  One  of 
the  more  unusual  exhibits  was  a  selection  of  copper 
plate  money,  the  issuing  of  which  in  the  seventeenth 
century  was  necessary  because  the  country  was  depleted 
of  silver  in  paying  indemnities  after  a  disastrous  war 
with  Denmark.  Copper  being  plentiful,  the  intrinsic 
value  was  given  by  the  weight  of  the  metal.  It  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  note  that  by  creating  an  artificial  demand  for 
copper  in  this  way  Sweden  was  able  to  face  up  the 
export  price  of  copper  and  so  recoup  her  losses  Of  the 
modern  coins  of  Sweden,  the  bronze  series  with  their 
incuse  lettering  appealed  to  the  speaker  but  he  thought 
the  dies  for  the  silver  coins  made  the  King’s  fine  head 
look  rather  grotesque. 

Also  displayed  at  the  meeting  were  late  nineteenth 
century  French  ten  centime  pieces  overstruck  “  Borwicks 
Baking  Powder  ”  and  “  Pears  Soap  ”  respectively. 
About  quarter  million  French  coins  were  used  as 
advertising  tokens  in  this  way  and  so  common  were 
they  that  a  bill  was  eventually  passed  in  Parliament 


demonetising  them;  as  a  tribute  to  the  success  of  the 
campaign  both  products  are  household  terms  today. 

Lincoln  Collectors’  Club.  The  above  has  recently 
been  formed  to  bring  together  collectors  in  this  area, 
and  we  already  have  amongst  our  members,  a  number 
of  people  interested  in  coins.  Meetings  are  held  monthly, 
and  the  annual  subscription  is  five  shillings.  Anyone

London  Numismatic  Club.  At  the  meeting  on 
10th  September,  Dr.  E.  Wesander  gave  a  talk  on  the 
Persian  Coinage  from  the  tenth  to  the  nineteenth 
century.  In  his  introductory  remarks  the  speaker 
referred  to  the  situation  in  Persia  after  the  Arabs  had 
defeated  the  Sassanians  at  the  Battle  of  Nihavand  and 
Mohammedanism  had  supplanted  the  ancient  religion 
of  Zoroastrianism.  This  led  to  the  virtual  disappearance 
of  the  Persian  language  and  its  replacement  with 
Arabic.  This  is  clearly  to  be  seen  on  the  coinage  which 
invariably  bears  the  well-known  legend  “  There  is  no 
God  but  Allah  and  Mohammed  is  his  Prophet  ”  in 
Arabic.  Persian  culture  revived  from  the  eleventh 
century  onwards  however,  particularly  under  Sultan 
Mahmud  of  Ghazna  (998-1030).  There  was  a  good 
coinage  of  gold  and  silver  at  this  period,  consisting  of 
double  and  single  dirhems.  In  1256  the  country  was 
invaded  by  Hulagn  Khan  (a  grandson  of  Ghengis  Khan) 
and  again  in  the  fourteenth  century  by  the  Mongols  led 
by  the  great  Tamerlane,  who  founded  the  Timurid 
dynasty.  Under  their  rule  culture  and  the  arts  flourished. 

In  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries 
Iran  was  frequently  invaded  and  riven  between  the 
claims  of  rival  dynasties,  but  in  1791  Aqa  Mohammed 
the  Qajar  finally  got  the  upper  hand  and  from  then 
until  1896  there  was  relative  stability.  It  was  then  that 
silver  qiran  came  into  circulation:  these  bore  a  distich,  or 
poem  in  two  fines,  in  Persian  on  the  reverse  while  the 
obverse  continued  to  bear  the  sacred  invocation  in 
Arabic.  The  chief  mints  were  at  Asterabad,  Isfahan, 
Kirmanshahan,  Shiraz,  Tabiz  and  Teheran.  Copper 
coins  were  not  officially  minted  but  there  was  a  large 
number  of  autonomous  issues  in  this  metal,  mostly 
with  animal  (especially  lion)  designs. 

The  Shah  Nasr-el-Din  (who  was  incidentally  a 
great  coin  collector)  was  assassinated  in  1896  and  a 
new  coinage  was  then  introduced  bearing  the  well- 
known  lion  and  sun  device  with  the  inscription  on  the 
reverse  in  the  beautiful  Persian  sloping  script.  The 
speaker  illustrated  his  lecture  with  a  fine  display  of 
coins  from  each  of  the  periods  mentioned. 

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  We  were 
pleased  to  welcome  members  from  Australia,  Germany, 
South  Africa  and  the  U.S.A.  at  the  A.G.M.  on  Sept.  26. 
Some  36  members  were  present.  In  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Lundberg  Mr.  Harris  gave  the  Secretary’s  report. 
The  Society  continues  to  flourish  with  good  attendances 
at  the  meetings  where  several  interesting  talks  have 
been  given.  More  articles  are  still  wanted  for  the 
Journal.  We  continue  to  get  a  number  of  queries  from 
various  sources  with  which  we  are  usually  able  to  cope. 
Probably  the  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the 
acquisition  of  the  ribbon  collection  of  the  late  Mr. 
Guille  made  possible  by  the  donations  of  a  number  of 
members  although  more  contributions  are  still  required. 

In  his  report  on  the  membership  and  financial 
position  Mr.  Dawson  stated  that  although  a  number  of 
members  had  been  deleted  for  non-payment  new 
members  had  brought  numbers  up  to  nearly  300 — the 
committee  had  approved  15  that  day.  After  the  meeting 
a  successful  auction  was  held.

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland:  Northern  Branch.  A 

meeting  of  the  Branch  was  held  in  the  Library  of  the 
Ulster  Museum  on  Friday  evening  9  October.  Twenty- 
eight  members  were  present,  including  five  junior 
members.  Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  took  the  chair.  The 
first  paper  was  given  by  Dr.  T.  S.  Agnew  and  was 
entitled  “  Birds  and  Animals  in  modern  coins.”  After 
introducing  his  subject  with  mention  of  the  ancient 
practice  of  employing  animals  on  Greek  coins  the 
speaker  went  on  to  classify  and  fist  issues  of  recent 
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time  bearing  such  symbols.  Lions  were  by  far  the  most 
popular  not  only  from  a  heraldic  view-point  but  also 
by  virtue  of  their  strength  and  stately  appearance; 
there  were  few  countries  in  Europe  where  they  had  not 
been  used.  Amongst  birds  the  same  might  be  said  of 
the  eagle  which  had  had  such  a  long  and  memorable 
place  in  the  coinage  of  the  United  States.  Today, 
however,  animals  were  being  used  more  and  more 
frequently  for  their  own  sakes,  both  realistically  and 
decoratively,  representing  the  native  fauna  of  the 
countries  concerned.  Besides  the  Irish  Free  State, 
which  had  to  some  extent  given  the  lead,  he  mentioned 
a  number  of  the  Commonwealth  countries,  including 
Rhodesia,  South  Africa,  and  Canada,  also  the  new 
coinage  of  Norway  and  the  proposed  new  decimal 
coinage  for  Australia  in  very  modern  style. 

The  second  paper  was  given  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Seaby  on 
“  Some  aspects  of  the  Law  of  Treasure  Trove.”  The 
speaker  traced  the  history  of  Treasure  Trove  from 
ancient  times  to  its  modern  practice  in  Britain  and 
Ireland  both  north  and  south  of  the  border.  The  Law 
made  it  clear  that  the  Crown  or  State  could  only  seize 
gold  and  silver  coin  or  objects  which  were  hidden  in  the 
earth  or  a  building,  not  treasure  that  had  been  scattered 
or  abandoned  on  the  surface.  Today  it  was  not  the 
value  of  the  bullion  which  counted  but  how  the  coins 
themselves  might  be  used  as  historic  documents  both 
in  gauging  the  chronology  of  the  various  coin  series  and 
in  dating  a  deposit  or  building.  A  number  of  coin 
hoards  had  come  to  light  in  Northern  Ireland  since 
Partition,  and  the  speaker  had  now  written  up  all  of 
which  he  had  knowledge,  most  of  the  papers  having 
been  published. 

Mr.  Dolley  said  he  thought  Treasure  Trove  was  too 
ancient  and  important  a  law  to  be  modified  and  might 
well  remain  under  the  Crown  in  order  that  students 
should  benefit  most  from  it.  Fortunately,  perhaps,  for 
Northern  Ireland  this  was  not  a  region  in  which  Roman 
coins  were  commonly  discovered  and  therefore  the 
question  of  including  copper  with  silver  and  gold 
hardly  arose.  Had  Roman  bronze  hoards  been  included 
as  “  treasure  ”  in  Britain  it  would  have  meant  the 
establishment  of  another  full-time  appointment  at  the 
British  Museum  to  deal  officially  with  the  many  hoards 
which  turned  up  annually  as  a  result  of  chance  discovery 
and  planned  excavation. 

The  South  African  Num.  Soc.  Those  Cape  Town 
members  who  have  lately  not  attended  our  meetings — 
they  take  place  at  the  South  African  Museum  at  8 
o’clock  every  fourth  Monday  of  each  month,  with  the 
exception  of  December — are  once  again  cordially 
invited  to  attend.  Furthermore,  any  other  interested 
parties  may  be  introduced  as  visitors.  We  like  to  meet 
newcomers ;  they  may  eventually  swell  our  ranks. 

To  our  up-country  and  overseas  members  we  appeal, 
that  should  they  contemplate  a  visit  to  our  fair  city. 


they  let  us  know  this  well  in  advance,  (write  P.O.  Box 
1689,  Cape  Town)  so  that  we  can  make  arrangements 
to  meet  them  here  and  to  introduce  them  to  local 
members.  We  have  a  common  interest  in  our  hobby 
and  we  believe  we  can  offer  them  at  least  a  few  hours  of 
congenial  company  talking  numismatics.
